Under Amended Option Measure Sa- 


loon^ Can Open Here After April 


Unless Prevented by Election. 


FEATURES OF LAW ENACTED 


Provides That No Saloon Shall be 


Started in Territory Voted “ Dry” 


Until Expiration of Two Years. 


Since the passage of the amend­ 
ment to the eountv local option bill 
with the units of incorporated cities, 
townships and territory in the town­ 
ships outside the incorporated cities 
there has been much speculation as to 
what effect the new law will have upon 
this county which was voted “ d ry” in 
April 1909 shortly after the county 
option measure became a law. A s the 
result of the election remains for a 
period of two years this county will 
remain “ d ry” for that time, as the 
bill provides that no county having 
voted the saloons out can 
become 
“ wet” until the expiration of the two 
years. 
Under the new amendment, which, 
in fact, changes the entire character 
of the county option measure, S e y ­ 
mour will be the unit instead of the 
county and the citizens of this place 
must determine whether or not liquor 
shall be sold, within the corporate 
limits. 
The territory outside the city 
will also be a unit and the residents 
of the townships living outside the 
corporate limits o f Seymour must de­ 
termine the question for that part of 
the township. 


At this time 110 active steps have 
be‘en taken towards calling an election 
for the city. 
Should it be decided, 
however, to call an election, the in it­ 
iative must be taken by the persons 
opposed to the saloons. 
In case they desire to resort to an 
election they will be placed under the 
necessity of obtaining a petition to 
the 
county 
commissioners, 
asking 
for such an election, which petition 
will have to be signed by twenty per 
cent, of the qualified voters of the 
city. 
The county 
commissioners 
upon 
the receipt of such a petition, at their 
next regular session, shall order a 
special election, the same to take 
place in not less than twenty or more 
than thirty days 
thereafter. 
Ten 
days’ notice of such election is re­ 
quired. 
The contest would go fo r­ 
ward under the rules provided by law 
for general elections. 


In ascertaining the number of s i g n ­ 
ers required to make the petition for 
the election effective, the commission­ 
ers would be required to take as a 
basis the aggregate number of votes 
cast for all candidates for mayor in 
the city election of 1909. 
Twenty 
per cent, of this number on the pe­ 
tition would entitle it to be consid­ 
ered and would insure the ordering of 
an election. 
In the city election in 
190,9 there were a total of 1545 votes 
cast for mayor. 
Twenty per cent, of 
this number would be 309 which would 
be the number of signers the petition 
for an election must have. 


No person shall be entitled to sign 
the petition except he be a bona fide 
legal voter of the city. 
The petition 
shall be filed with the county auditor 
and after it is tiled? no voter shall be 


permitted to sign his name thereto or 
to withdraw his name therefrom. 
The election commissioners fo r the^ 
special election shall consist of the 
county auditor and two resident free­ 
holders of the city, one known to be 
in favor of prohibiting the sale of in- ' 
toxicating liquors and one known to j 
be opposed to such prohibition. 
The 
election commissioners will perform j 
in this election the duties performed j 
by election commissioners in general 
elections— prepare and distribute the 
ballots, canvas* the returns and cer­ 
tify the result. 
The board o f eommi>>ioners, when \ 
possible, shall appoint on the election 
board in each precinct one judge and 
one clerk known to favor prohibiting j 
the sale of liquors in the city and one | 
j judge and one clerk known to oppose ; 


i such prohibition. 
The inspectors for 


j general elections will be the inspee- 
| tors in this special election. 
Nothing in the amendment affects, 
repeals or amends either the Niehol- 
I son law or the Moore remonstrance 
law, nor any law or ordinance which 
prohibits throughout any ward or res­ 
idence district the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. 
Another bill was presented Thurs­ 
day afternoon by Senator Proctor, 
which if passed will limit the number 
of saloons to one for each 1,000 in­ 
habitants. 
Senator Fleming intro­ 
duced a similar bill several days ago 
but it provides that there shall be 
! one saloon for each 500 persons. 
If 
the bill presented by Proctor should 
be enacted into a law there could be 
| but six saloons in Seymour accord- 
i ing to the government census which 
gives this city a population of 6,305. 
The author of the bill says that he is 
in favor of a $1,000 license fee but 
has not placed that provision in the j 
bill, but will permit the senate to add | 
it if that body should deem it advis- ; 
able. 
Both the bills introduced by 
Senators Proctor and Fleming have hearing it 
a provision giving a vested property I r(‘st*,ve or tru 
right in a liquor permit. 
By this 
means the number of saloons in ter­ 
ritory now “ wet” will not be reduced 
unless the proprietor fails to renew 
his permit or the license is revoked 
for failure to comply with the law.

1911, and that out of the 
trust fund of the fourth class there 
shall be a ratable distribution among

It is explained in the complaint that 
there is also a first class in the in ­ 
surance department, distinct from the 
fourth class, 
It is in relation to the 
fourth class, however, that the com­ 
plaint is made. 
It is asserted that 
the reserve trust fund for the fourth 
class is inadequate to discharge the 
obligations of the fourth class. 
It is 
further asserted that this fund, of the 
fourth class, is in danger of being 
seized by the supreme lodge and di­ 
verted from its legitimate purpose of 
protecting the members of the fourth 
class, or is in danger of being diverted 
by the supreme lodge in the interests 
of the fifth «-lass. 
It is said that this 
trust fund is the property of the mem­ 
bers of the fourth class, and that the 
complainants are about to bring suits, 
in various parts of the United States, 
to recover portions of the fund, and 
that if such recoveries are made, they 
will still further deplete the fund. 
It is charged that since 1906 the 
board of control, in furthering tin* 
interests of the fifth class, has, main­ 
ly by its efforts, reduced the member­ 
ship of the fourth class from 8 1,819 
to 10,832. 
It is further asserted that 
the fourth class carry insurance ag­ 
gregating $20,667 .500, and that the 
re" ! endowment or reserve fund belonging 
to the fourth class, October 31, 1910, 
was $615,568 .06, an amount wholly 
inadequate to protect the members 
belonging to the fourth class, and to

and perpetuated in tang ible form. 
The sta te of Missouri and the city 
of Hannibal, which lies upon the Mis­ 
souri bank of the mig hty Mississippi, 
are joining hands just now to do hon­ 
or to their prophet, who once g ood na 
turedly resented the characterization 
of ‘‘tin* first Missourian" on the g round 
that he wa s "not so old as all that."

that such publication would only be 
subject to law of slander and libel. 
Funds raised by trades unions or othe r 
organizations m entioned in the bill a re 
exempted from jud gm ents entered on 
account of the illegal acts of any of 
the members. 
Among the bills passed in the s e n­ 
ate y esterday w as one providing for 
the appointm ent of police m atrons in 
cities of 20,» )00, and another for the 
regulation of the transactions of for­ 
eign corporations in Indiana, provid­ 
ing that such corporations shall ex­ 
ercise no power in this state not pos­ 
sessed by ot he r corporations in the 
state, or powers not possessed by the 
corporations 
in 
their

state. 
Twenty -two new hills were introduced 
in the senate, as well as a resolution 
providing for the celebration of the 
100th a nniversary of Indiana’s a d m is ­ 
sion to the Union by the erection of a 
sta te educational building. 
Seventeen new bills were introduced 
in the house, including one to do aw ay 
with labor c ontra c ts at the state re­

Senator Traylor Seeks to Regulate 


Notification of Prosecutors. 


Senator Traylor will introduce a 
hill into the Senate within the next 
few days to amend the present laws 
regulating the notification of prose­ 
cutors by justices of the peace when 
cases arise which prosecutors should 
take charge of. 
Under the present 
law a justice T obliged to notify tlie 
prosecutor of such eases only when 
the two reside in the same township. 
The amendment will compel the ju s ­ 
tice to make such notification when 
the prosecutor lives within the same 
county. 
It is urged in support of the 
measure that many cases now go by 
default, or the guilty persons escape 
with slight fines because the prosecu­ 
tor i> not notified.

The an n oun cemen t n ow 
made is in ten ded to ban ish such fears 
an d make It clear that Bismarck’s 
Judg men t on William II. will n ot be 
g iven to the world durin g the kaiser's 
reig n .

y ears ag o, when Houston captured him 
an d sen t him to the Koppe farm.

whipped with a big leather strap at 
differen t times, n eg roes sittin g upon 
his head an d feet while the “h at” was 
applied to his hare hack by McLeod 
an d Newsome, he testified. 
He saw 
man y other prison ers whipped while 
he was there. 
Freq uen tly at n ig ht 
Newsome an d McLeod would en ter the 
stockade an d whip the n eg roes un til 
they were ex hausted.
